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Diesel-Electric Use May 
Be Necessary In Future 


Use of diesel electric motive power on trains moving 
through Upland may be necessary sometime in the future 
“due to the rapid growth of the area” served by the P. E., 
T. L. Wagenbach, general superintendent of the Pacific Elec- 
tric, has disclosed in a letter to Henry M. Busch, city attorney. 

Presented to the Upland city council last night, the lette: 
said, “There is a possibility due to the rapid growth of the 


area served by this line, that sometime in the future it 
be found expedient and necessary ¢&———-—_—_——_—_— 


to augment our trolley electric 
motive power with diesel electric 
motive power. -However, we do 
not anticipate that in the immed- 
iate future and, in advance of the 
necessity for this, we can arrange 
for some discussion with you as 
to whether or not ‘a revision of 


‘the current franchise, which ex- 


pires Feb. 26, 1963, is necessary.” 


The P. E. official, however, as- 
sured the city that his company 
does not intend to operate steam 
or diesel locomotives on freight 
trains through Upland since the 
“Pp, E. has recovered from war 
conditions”. It is possible, he 
added,. that a steam engine or 
diesel engine may be moved on 
trains as freight to “transfer to 
shops in area from eastern areas”. 


On the matter of P. E. freight 
trains reportedly stopping and 
blocking First, Second and Third 
avenues. ‘Mr, ‘Wagenbach  sdid 
that ‘instructions have been is- 
sued so as to preclude any lengthy 
blocking of these crossings in the 
future”.
